Asthe hammer struck the cartridge, 
the fash resulting from the contact lighted 
up the shooter’s face. I had deen looking 
in that direction, and as the light Mashed on 
his features, [shuddered and involuntarily 
gasped, ‘Oh!

If f hadn’t seen any more I would have deen 
willing toswearthat Moran killed Hussey, 
as lafterward learned the other man was. 
But when we had walkea over to the north- 
east corner of Easton and Glasgow avenues 
I saw Moran come through the bakery. Then 
Ieald: ‘Ob, Mr. Moran, I was going to ac- 
cus you of something dreadful over there.’ 
He listened to my remark very unconRr- 
cernedly, and walked on. Then I began to 
think that it was foolishof me to suspect a 
gentleman like Mr. Moran of doing anything 
so Greadfal, and I dismissed it from my 
mind. But next day, when I read of Mr. 
Moran’s arrest it all came back to me, 48 1 
was not certain that Moran had Rinled 
Hussey I did not come forward and say any- 
thing about it. Idid not Ike tobe dragged 
into notoriety over it, but I determined that 
should Jever be summoned into court that 
I would tell all 1 knew. Now that this will 
be printed I wy! have to go to court, and ifl 
do I will testify to all I know. I never knew 
Mr. Hussey, nor did I know that Moran and 
he were bad friends. If he did the things 
they say he did though, I think be deserved 
to be killed. 

WHAT THE BAKER SYS. 

After leaving Mrs. Bogy’s home the report- 
er called at the Dakery which is mentioned 
in her narrative. It is on the northwest cor- 
per of Glasgow and Easton avenyes,. and is 
run by a man named Ek. A: Nugel. When 
told of Mrs. Bogy’s story Nagel grew 
somewhat indignant. People will 
talk, said he, dut I don't care 
what they say, Moran is no more gullty of 
killing that man Hussey than lam. He was 
sitting in here when the killing took place. 
The papers say the shot was fred at 8:48. 
Well, 1 know that Moran was here from 7 
tillafter the belle struck 9. Why the first I 
neard of the shooting was from a little boy 
who yellea in the door that there was a man 
killed. I thought he meant down town some- 
where, and 1 didn’t ask him any more about 
it. I remember looking out through the 

window at the time and seeing Moran sitting 
outside on my bread box.“ 

‘*‘When he heard of the shooting,“ asked 
the reporter, didn't he come in and tell you 
about it?“ 

No, he dida’t,’’ Nagel replied. 
see him after that at all. 

Of course, if Mr. Nagel’s statement is true 
that Moran was actually in his store from? 
until after9 de could not have eommitted 
murder a biock off. But Nagel in saying that 
he saw Moran through the window shows 
that be was not in his store all the time, 
though he might have been in front of it. 
And if he had been sitting in front ot the 
store it would have been possible for him to 
have gotten up, followed a man to Ewing 
and Franklin avenues, only a block away, 
and then returned without Nagel seeing him 
as Nagel admits he was waiting on customers 
at the time. 

The colored man who testified at the Cor. 
ner’s request swore that he saw Moran dash 
down the alley running eastwardly from 
Ewing avenue, between Franklin and Eas- 
ton avenues, and ask bim which gate would 
take him through to Easton avenue. Under 
the circumstances, if this man was Moran he 
would have bad plenty of time to get through 
the gate Out into Easton avenue and across 
to the bread box in front of the bakery be- 
fore even Mr. and Mrs, Bogy arrived there 
as he ran, and they walked.

St. PeTERSsBURG, Oct. 12.—A report regard- 
ing the matrimonial prespects of the Czaro- 
witzis in circulation here.
